covered only by old sacks and a shawl. She 
had been terribly maltreated. 

Kate Forrest deposed’ that the ac- 
eused had said to her: ‘‘I hit her a lick of a 
stick on - lip and the blood choked her.”

There were 
some gashes on the throat that appeared to 
have n done by a knife. The lip was 


and there was another wound 
under the chin. Both arms from the shoulder 
down were one mass of bruises, some of which 
had been recently inflicted. The wound on 
the temple or that on the top of the head 
would have caused death. 

Counsel for the prisoner called no witnesses 
for the defence, but, in his address to the 
jury, said that ‘this was a crime ofpassion, 
and pleaded that the crime was committed by 
the accused when he did not appreciate the 
nature and quality of his act. 

The jury found the prisoner not guilty of 
murder, but guilty of manslaughter, and ha 
was sentenced to five years’ penal servitude. 


MURDER CHARGE ADJOURNED. 


Mr. W. J. Gleeson (instructed by Messrs. 
Noyk and O'Reilly) raised objection to the 
application of Mr. Carrigan, prosecuting, for 
the postponement of the trial of James 
Murray, who was charged with the murder 
of Joseph Bergin, a military policeman, in 
December, 1923. The objection, Mr. Gleeson 
said, was founded on the fact that neither 
the prisoner nor his counsel was present when 
the application was made. Murray had come 
to this country and surrendered himself to 
the police for the purpose of taking his trial 
and having the case disposed of, as he did 
not wish to have the charge hanging over 
his head. There was a large number of wit- 
nesses present for the defence, and as he (Mr. 
Gleeson) could not take the responsibility of 
keeping them in Court indefinitely, he would 
like to know the reason for the postponement 
of the trial. 

Mr. Carrigan said that the case was a 
serious one. That morning he had been in- 
structed by the Attorney-General in person 
to apply for an adjournment of the case, 
which was expected to be taken on Thursday, 
on the ground that it would be impossible to 
take it on Thursda 

Mr. Carrigan added that it was for public 
reasons that the Attorney-General had applied 
for an adjournment. 

Mr. Justice Meredith adjourned the trial 
to the next Sessions.
